fham, on Account of bis lowering the Prices, as they

Tucfday Morning a larger Body got together, and 

made their Way for Melktham, threatening Deftruc- 
' tion to that Gentleman ana his Family, who having 
Notice of their Approach, difpatched a Servant to 
meet them a little diftaot from the Town, to affure 
them, chat for rhe future he would advance the Price 
of Weaving each Piece from.14 to 15d. per Yard, 
begging they would return Home and do him ao far- 
ther Mifchief: But inftsad of anfwering his Requett, 
they vented forth their Rage againit him, vowing 
Revenge, and feor him Word, That as he bad often 
broke bis Promife, tley were vefolued meurr to trae him 
any more, and would make bint an Example. Accoré- 
ingly they exter’d the Town of Melkfham about one 
o’Clock, when one Samuel Stevens, Fine~Deawer to 
Mr. Coulthurft, made a Proclamation in the midft of 
the Mob, declaring, in his Mafter’s Name, that he 
would aCtually advance the Price as he had before 
promifed. 
— The Weavers taking mo Notice of tiis fecond 
Promife, began Hoftiliics, and fell to work with his 
Dwelling-houfe firit beating all the Windows to 
Pieces, breaking open the Bean; and entering the 
Cellar, fpoil'd all the Provifions in it, draw'd off all 
the Beer they lik’d, and what they could nor drink, 
was let about the Cellar, beating and ftaving the 
Casks ail to Pieces. 

Having drank their Fill, they came up from the 


Cellar, and enrer’d what Rooms rhey thought fir, | 


burat what Linen they could meet with; and getti 

hold of Mrs. Coulthurft’s Wearing Apparel, Parr o 
that they alſo committed to the Flames, and tore the 
reftinto Rags and Shatters ; the Bedding they ripp’d 
open, the Feathers of which, and fome of the 
Houtheld Goods, were flung into the River ; they 


broke a fine Clock to Pieces, and: demelifhed other } 


Things, at their Diforetion. Thus fariating fome 


Mr. Coulthurft, his Son, Wife and Family, were 
obliged to skulk from Place to Place to fave their 
Lives. He, with nis Son, is fince come hivher. 

An Exprefs difpatched by Rogers Holland, Eſq; 
and others, — an Account hereof to the 

Secretary of State, on Thurfday Evening, Orders 
bor immediately fent, agreeable to the Defire of 
the faid Geotlemen, for halfa Regiment of ia oe 
from Briftol, and the like from Salisbury, to’ march 
thither with all Speed, and to follow the DireCtions 
of the Civil Magiftrates.

The next Morning (Wednefday) he was con- 
ducted, by the fame Guard, before James Montaguc, 
Eig; of Lackum, who not caring to a@ in this Affair 
by himfelf, he was conduéted to Laycock before 
Ivory Talbot, EQ; and-from thence to Chippenham, 
where the faid two Gentlemen and Juftice Holland 
examined the Prifoner. : 

During.this, the Weavers having Notice that one 
of their Chiets.wasteken PrifOner, they came a fecond 
Time in. a vaft Body, more numerous than befere, 
threatcaing to level the whole Town of Melktham, 
if there Companion was not brought to themby: a 
limited Time. The Mafter Clothiers fearing the ill 
Confequence thereof, unanimoufly fet their Hands to 
a Letier, and fent it to Mr. Conlthurft and rhe 
Juftices, befeeching them to let the Prifoner be dif- 
charged, which Mr. Coulthurft. was very prefling for ; 
bur it not being in the Power of the Juftices to com- 
ply therewith, he was orderediunder a ſtrong Guard 
to Salisbury Gaol.
